10,000 ESTATE 


Will Found in Room and

BEQUESTS BY BOTH 
TO THREE CHARITIES 


Little Known of Albert S. 
and John C, Whitehead, 
Bachelors, Who Lived at 
1901A Benton St. 


In a safe deposit box at the 
American Trust Co. were found to- 
day cash and Liberty bonds aggre- 
gating between $9000 and $10,000, 
apparently the life savings of two 
bachelor brothers, Albert S. White- 
head, 67 years old, and John °C. 
Whitehead, 59, who were found 
dead of gas poisoning in their flat 
at 1901A Benton street. 


The opening of the deposit box. 
which the brothers had used for 20 
years, followed the discovery in 
the flat of a joint will dated March 
1, 1923, signed only by the older 
brother. It stipulated “iin case we 
both should die at the same time” 
that their property be divided 
equally among the St. Louis Chil- 
dren’s Hospital, the St. Louis Prov- 
ident Association and the Salvation 
Army. It contained instructions 
for a simple, Protestant funeral, 
and set aside $600 for perpetual 
care of their graves in Bellefon- 
taine Cemetery. 

| Opened by Coroner. 

The deposit box was opened by 
Deputy Coroner Bond and trust of- 
ficers of the bank, to see if its con- 
tents would throw light on the rea- 
son for death. It contained about 
$2000 in cash and $7000 or $8090 
in Liberty Bonds, which will be 
turned over to the Public Admin- 
istrator when an order is receivca 
from the Attorney-General. The 
Public Administrator filed the will 
for probate today. 

The two brothers, who led quiet 
and secluded lives, died of fumes 
from a kitchen range every burner 
of which, including those of the 
oven, was turned on full. 
Entrance to the flat was forced 
at 5 p. m., after Walter Himmler, 
who runs a confectionery, on the 
first floor, smelled gas and calleda 
policen.an. The fumes were g0 
heavy that the police were driven 
back ty the rush of gas from the 
door. When they %entered they 
found the bed where AlJbert lay in 
his nightshirt with John beside 
him fully dressed. 

Police believe it was either a 
suicide arrangement or that John 
turned on the gas _ while his 
brother s& pt. The only money in 
the flat was a 5-cent piece in a 
pocket of John’s trousers, and an 
uncashed paycheck of the Inter- 
national Shoe Co. for $18 payable 
to him. 

“Quiet Fellows,” Says Friend. 


The only acquaintance of the 
brothers to come forward is Ed- 
ward T. Condon, of 3448 Winneba- 
go street. He knew the White- 
heads when they were boys in the 
neighborhood of Ninth and Walnut 
streets, he told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter today. 

“I saw them about once every 
five years, the last time about six 
weeks ago when they lived at 3019 
Bailey avenue and were buryinz 
their sister from there,” he said 
“Albert told me that he had been 
a letter carrier for a while and a 
number of years ago was Justice 
of the Peace at Spanish Lake. His 
brother, he sald, was a clerk. They

‘KILLED HELPLESS 
DAUGHTER 10 SAVE 
SUGIETY A BURDEN’ 


Defense Attorney Indicates 
Plea in Behalf of Dr. 
Harold E. Blazer, 61, on 
Trial for Murder. 


WOMAN, 32, COULD 
NOT WALK OR TALK 


Physician, Expecting Own 
Death, Said to Have 
Feared She Would Be 
Left to Strangers. 


DENVER, Colo., Nov. 5.—The 
task of selecting a jury to decide 
whether a father should be pun 
ished because he put to déath his 
mentally and physically deformed 
32-year-old daughter, fearing he 
would die and leave her a burden 
to the community, fs In progress at 
Littleton, a suburb. Dr. Harold 
EF. Blazer, 61 years old, is charged 
with. killing his daughter, Hazel, 
with poisor last February. 

Earl L. Medskers was excused 
from the panel today when he de- 
clared ‘that for 20 years he had 
been an advocate of painlessly put- 
ting to death imbeciles and other 
irresponsiblese J. T. Wingfield was 
excused when he admitted that for 
15 years he had harbored a preju- 
dice against doctors and the medi- 


cal profession, “I’ve had too much 
doctoring,” he said. 

Lewis de Riggs Mowry, chief of 
defense counsel, spent much time 
with each juror, endeavoring to 
determine their attitude toward his 
contention that the old-fashioned, 
kindly country physician was the 
victim of “psychical automatism.” 

Mowry will strive to prove to the 
ury, by evidence and argument, 
that Dr. Blazer suffered a lapse cof 
memory for a period of 48 hours 
before, during and after the girl 
died from chloroform and dur- 
ing which time he made three at- 
tempts to take his own life—first 
with the same saturated clothes, 
then with a 20-grain poison tablet, 
and finally with a razor blade that 
mace a deep, jagged wound in his 
throat and missed the jugular vein 
by only one-eighth of an inch. 

Could Not Talk or Walk. 

[It is understood that Attorney 
Mowry plans to put the doctor on 
the stand in his own defense, to 
tell of the 82 long years of tender 
care he lavished upon his inibecile 
daughter, “the girl without a soul, 
who could neither talk nor walk, 
nor even take food untfi it had 
been thoroughly pre-masticated. 


After 32 years of painstaking and 
tender care for the imbecile child 
that had grown to womanhood in 
body only, with limbs withered and 
shriveled and hands a mere mass 
of flesh, the doctor will relate how 
he had become stricken with what 
he thought was a mortal disease, 
and, brooding over the fear that he 
would die suddenly and leave Ha- 


zel, “the human husk,” to the 
mercy of strangers, he lost his 
memory. The “psychical auto- 


matism” that Mowry will blame for 
his acts that followed—the slaying 
of the unfortunate child, and his 
attempts at self-destruction—then 
took possession of him and he re-, 
members nothing until he awoke 
under the care of physicians, his 
own life in the balance for several 
days.

INCREASE IN INCOME 
EXEMPTIONS. VOTED 


House Committee Favors 
$3500 for Married Persons 
—Also for 20 Pct. Surtax. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 5.—Wide- 
spread reductions in income tax 
rates were voted today by the 
Hous¢ Ways and Means Commit- 
tee. 

The committee which is draft- 
ing a new revenue bill decided to 
recommend reduction of the maxi- 
mum surtax rate from 40 to 20 per 
cent. Personal exemptions were 
increased from $1000 to $1500 for 
single persons and from $2500 to 
$3500 for married persons. 

The normal rates would be re- 
duced under the committee plan 
from two per cent to 1% per cent 
on the first $4000 of taxable in- 
come, from 4 per cent to 3 per cent 
on the next $4000, and from 6 per 
cent to 5 pef cent on taxable in- 
come in excess of $8000. The com- 
mittee also voted to extend the 
$400 exemption for dependents to 
apply to children who are in schoo] 
up to 21 years of age. The pres- 
ent limit is 18 years in all cases. 
The increase in personal  ex- 
emptions was estimated to remove 
morethan 1,000,000 persons from 
the income tax rolls. 

The total reduction approved in 
these rates was placed at $200,- 
000,000 annyally. Secretary Mel- 
lon had recommended a reduction 
of about $140,000,000 in the reve- 
nue from income taxes. 

The 40 per cent maximum 6urtax 
rate now applies on incomes in ex- 
cess of $200,000, but the 20 per 
cent maximum set by the commit- 
tee would apply over $100,000. The 
graduated scale of surtax rates ap- 
plying on incomes under ths 
amount is yet to be worked out. 
The committee also voted to re- 
tain the present 25 per cent reduc- 
tion for earned incomes up to $19,- 
000.

Alleged Falsifications.

SENATOR WHEELER ASKS FOR

| Democratic Women’s Leader

Situation Growing Worse. 

To the north Damascus, it is re- 
ported, 4000 rebels have concen- 
trated, and from various sections 
eome advices that the situation is 
growing worse. The entire ares 
from Damascus northward to Alep- 
po is declared to be held by 
brigands and Homs is said to be 
seething with insurrection. 

“Uneontrollable rebellion,” says 
the Daily Mail correspondent, 
“seems to be sweeping over the en- 
tire country. The French forces 
cannot possibly cope with the situ- 
ation. owing to inadequate numbers. 
No improvement seems possible un- 
til reinforcements arrive. Even the 
defenses of Damascus could not re- 
sist a strong organjzed attack.”
